In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed July 13, 
2005, Applicant hereby provisionally elects Species I for examination, with traverse, and requests 
reconsideration of the restriction requirement for the reasons discussed below. The time for 
response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed July 13, 2005 is set 
to expire August 13, 2005 (one month after July 13, 2005), so this response is believed to be 
timely without extension. 

The restriction requirement in the Office Action mailed July 13, 2005 asserts that the 
appKcation contains claims directed to three patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 
Species I: Claims 1-29, 47-49 
Species 11: Claims 30-46 
Species ffl: Claims 50-55 
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As noted in M.P.E.P. §803, a proper restriction requirement requires two things: (1) the 
claimed inventions must be independent or distinct, and (2) there must be a serious burden on 
the examiner. Applicant respectfully requests that the restriction requirement be withdrawn in its 
entirety on the basis that there is no showing of any serious burden on the Examiner to examine 
all of the claims 1-55 for which AppUcant has paid the required filing fees. 

If the restriction requirement is not withdrawn in its entirety, Applicant hereby 
provisionally elects Species I (Claims 1-29, 47-49) for examination, with traverse.
